A PROPOSED AMENDMENT. 


Senator Jerry Schooling suggests 
an excellent amendment to the present 
election law of Nevada. It is that 
no maa shall be allowed to vote whe 
shall dot have been a citizen of the 
United States for six months. This 
amendment would prevent foreigners 
from becoming citizens from improp- 
er motives oo the eve of election. If 
an alien could alone become a citizen 
at times when votes were not in de- 
mand, he would not be likely to take 
out naturalization apers except from 
a sense ot duty pty an honest desire 
to serve his couatry. We hope to sec 
Mr. Schooling's suggestion carried 
out by 'egislation, along with other 
amendments to the election laws. Let 
Nevada, which bas hitherto had an 
uoenviable reputation for corrupt 
elections, take the lead in the work of 
election reform.—Carson Appeal, Jan. 
6, 1881. 


The above paragraph embodies a 


good suggestion. We thought so 
when we wrote it, two months ago. 


Its first appearance was in the Gazxrrx 
of Nov. 5, 1880. We are pleased to 
see that the idea has been kept alive 
in the pages ef appreciative contem- 
poraries of an original turn with the 
scissors. Our valued local contem- 
porary republished it this morning, 
duly credited to the Appeal, with the 
following comments: 


The above is an excellent sugges- 
tion, and the present Legislature 
should spare no time in securing an 
amendment of our laws to that effect. 
There may be some question whether 
the simple amendment of -our is- 
tration and Election laws will answer 

the purpose. Whether it would be 
oonstitutionabor not. That depends 
entirely upon the construction the 
Supreme Court would give to Section 
1 of Article II of our State Constitu- 
tion. If that section would be con- 


ber election, and has been made a 
part of the Constitution, as declared 
in the Governor’s proclamation re- 
cently issued. 

We see that Senator Schooling has 
introduced a bill to make some 


changes in the Registry laws of the 


80 State. We presume that in his bill 


he has embodied the suggestion con- 
tained in the paragraph above quoted 
from the Carson Appeal. If so, for 
the reasons given above, his bill is 
unconstitutional. An Amendment to 
the Constitution is what is needed to 
carry out his idea of restricting the 
franchise to those who shall have been 
not less than six months citizens of 


the United States.

Where the Constitution pre- 
scribes the qualifications, whoever 
possesses them has a constitutional 
right to vote, and of this right he can- 
not be » deprived by legislative enact- 
ment.”

ORGANIZATION OF THE LEGISLA- 
run 
Was completed on Monday, and the 
two houses were ready for business. 
Not much of anything was done on 
this day, except swearing in members, 
officers and attaches. Each county 
was granted a fair representation 
among the attaches.
